Feeding lice is an expensive pro- 
| Position; the control of lice is quite 
; simple and inexpensive. Lice con- 
|trol is an important part of good 
cattle management; they cause 
|anemia and unthriftiness and can 
| be responsible for death of an ani- 
j mal. They are very disturbing to 
jan animal's comfort ana therefore 
hg with lice do poorly. 

Control can be carried out by 
| spraying or dusting; in the case of 
spraying, if the weather is cold it 
cannot be done. Two sprayings 
are necessary; the first killing adult 
lice, the second catching the lice 
hatched from eggs at time of first 
spraying; these sprayings should 
be about 15 days apart. 
| Dust control is used in cold 
weather; there are a number of 
‘products on the market which are 
satisfactory if properly applied. 
|Chlorinated hydrocarbons should 
snot be used on dairy cattle, young 
calves or animals to be slaughtered 
within one month. 

When treating an animal with 
, dust or spray be sure to cover the 
janimal, particularly the neck, bris- 
|ket or underside and flanks. A 
|complete coverage will rid the lice 
; While spotty coverage will often 
| leave enough for natural multipli- 
cation to continue and the lice 
population is soon high again. 

When using these various pro- 
ducts, read the label and directions 
on the container the product came 
in; they are for your protection 
and if followed assure a satisfac- 
| tory result. 
| It is good management to check 
cattle at regular intervals; watch 
for rubbing, licking, sweating fore 
flanks, ete. If any of these appear 
check closely for lice.
